Child 
wandering 
in Richmond 
leads to 
arrest of 
Irvine man

A small child wondering in 
the street on Woods Trail in 
Madison County has resulted 
in the arrest of an Irvine man, 
according to a Richmond 
police report. 

On May 14, 2014, police 
charged Andrew Romans, 27, 
Irvine, and Steven Welton, 
27, of Woods Trail, for several 
offenses after the child was 
found. 

At approximately 9:30 
a.m., an officer on patrol in 
the 100 block of Woods Trail 
was flagged down by a social 
services worker, who reported 
that he had found a 1.5 year 
old child in a diaper walking 
unattended in the roadway. 

A local news report quoted 
Tyler Gillim, who lives in the 
area, as saying, “,Afat this 
four-way intersection around 
this corner, I saw a young child 
just in a pair of shoes and his 
diaper walking around. Some 
people stopped and picked 
him up and called the cops.” 

An officer was able to locate 
the father of the child, who 
was identified as Welton. 

Welton said the child was 
only unattended for about five 
minutes, while he had gone 
up to prepare breakfast. He 
also said Romans was there to 
change the oil in his vehicle. 

During a subsequent check 
of the residence, officers 
located Romans in the 
bathroom. After a full search 
of the residence, officers 
discovered three small packs 
of methamphetamine, a 
small amount of marijuana 
and various drug use 
paraphernalia. 

Welton denied having 
anything to do with the pills, 
and only admitted to having 
rolling papers to make tobacco

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Board approves new accountability system 

Changes coming to preschool program, Science Olympiad team recognized

The students of Estill County 
schools are accustomed to 
being tested on a regular 
basis, but a new system of 
evaluation is about to be 
implemented for teachers and 
administrators. 

Last Thursday, the Estill 
County Board of Education 
approved a Professional 
Growth and Effectiveness 


Plan that seeks to help teachers 
and principals become more 
effective educators. 

The PGEP is part of the 
implementation of the 
Kentucky Department of 
Educations Professional 
Growth and Effectiveness 
System (PGES), an education 
reform initiative that began 
with the passage of Senate Bill 
1 in 2009. 

The stated vision of the PGES 
is “to have every student 
taught by an effective teacher 


and every school led by an 
effective principal.” 

Teachers and school 
administrators will be 
measured by a “continuum of 
performance,” ranging from 
ineffective to exemplary. 

Instructional Supervisor 
Tonya Isaacs, said, “It is 
very difficult to get there [to 
exemplary].” 

Isaacs said she and Margaret 
Snowden, Director of Special 
Education, have been 
studying the new system for 


months to try and grasp all 
that it entails. 

Lisa Reese and the South 
Irvine Pre-K Center piloted 
the program for PGES this 
year. 

Isaacs said Reece initially 
evaluated five teachers, and 
the amount of time and work 
involved has been extensive. 

Teachers are evaluated in five 
domains of practice, including 
planning and preparation,

Isaacs, 45, of 205 Cow Creek 
Road, Ravenna, was involved 
in a minor vehicle accident 
at Shell Mart on Richmond 
Road. After Irvine Police 
Officer Karl Rifenbark spoke 
with her, he noted she had 
slurred speech. 

Several field sobriety tests 
indicated that she was under 
the influence. She openly 
stated to Rifenbark that she 
had been taking clonazepam 
on that day. After implied 
consent was read, she 
consented to a blood draw. 

Isaacs was taken to jail. 
While she was being booked 
for the DUI, a deputy jailer 
found a pill bottle containing 
9 hydrocodone 10 mg., 2 
hydrocodone 10 mg, and 2 
clonazepam 1 mg in her bra. 

The police report said she 
had been asked three times if 
she had anything on her and 


she had stated no. 

The pills were identified 
through poison control. 

All three types of pills are 
schedule three narcotics. 

Two of them were not in the 
proper container. 

IPD Chief Brad Smith 
served a criminal complaint 
against Isaacs for operating 
a vehicle on Kentucky roads 
without maintaing the proper 
insurance required. 

Isaacs was also served a 
bench warrant for failure to 
pay fine and costs for careless 
driving. She was also served 
with a bench warrant for 
failure to appear for a pretrial 
conference and for leaving 
the scene of an accident/ 
failure to render aid. 

Isaacs was charged with 
promoting contraband, for 
two counts of possession of 
a controlled substance, and 
for a prescribed controlled 


substance not being in its 
original container. 

Her bail was set at $5,000 
cash. 

Ricky Hobbs, 27, of 510 
Cantrill Street, was arrested 
in Estill County District 
Court for public intoxication, 
disorderly conduct, second, 
and menacing, after officers 
noticed he was “droopy.” 

After talking to him, they 
noticed Hobbs had slurred 
speech, and showed other 
signs of intoxication.

Last Friday, the Class 
of 2016 organized a short 
memorial at the Estill County 
High School in honor of 
classmate Tony Conley who 
died a year ago. 

On May 17, 2013, just 
hours after summer break 
began, Conley was killed 
in what was labeled a freak 
accident. 

Tony is described as a fun- 
loving boy who had lots of 
friends. Mickey Tucker, a 
teacher at the high school, 
said students “wanted to 


do something” to keep his 
memory alive. 

The Class of 2016 and the 
football team gathered at the 
front lawn to release blue, 
black and gray balloons in 
memory of their classmate. 

The football players signed 
their names on a large white 
balloon. 

Tucker said the class hopes 
to eventually collect enough 
money to create a more 
permanent memorial on the 
school’s lawn. They plan 
to plant a tree and place a 


plaque in Tony’s honor. 

Coach Mike Jones 
said Tony will always be 
remembered and that his 
locker is still in place at the 
high school. 

Before the team chanted 
a prayer together, Jones 
advised them that Tony’s 
untimely death served as a 
reminder. 

“Don’t take life for 
granted,” he said, before the 
crowd quietly watched the 
balloons float into the sky.

classroom environment, 

instruction, professional 
responsibilities, and student 
growth. 

They will be measured 
by observation, peer 
observation, reflection, 

professional growth, student 
growth, and student voice. 

Based on the results of the 
new effectiveness system, 
principals will identify areas 
where the teacher needs 
professional development. 

Principals will be evaluated 
as well by their own PGES, 
which is built on performance 
standards such as instruction 
leadership, school 

climate, human resources 
management, organizational 
management, communication 
and community relations, 
professionalism, and student 
growth. 

The PGES will be 
implemented district wide in 
the coming school year. 

“In the long run,” said 
Superintendent Bert Hensley, 
“I think it brings a fairness to 
it.” 

Board member Robbie 
Starling said, “I think the 
idea is wonderful,” but he 
wondered how much time 
would be taken from teachers 
in the classroom. 

Isaacs said not every educator 
will be evaluated every year, 
while acknowledging that 
the process will be time- 
consuming. 

“We want to be positive about 
this,” she added, noting that 
the system should ultimately 
benefit students, who will 
each have an individual 
growth plan. 

They will not be compared to 
other students, but “the state 
will be looking for growth,” 
she emphasized. 

The Science Olympiad 
team was also recognized 
at the Board of Education 
meeting. The team placed 
third in regional competition 
in Lexington. They also won 
medals in five events during 
a state competition that 
consisted of 23 events. 

They placed 11 th overall 
in the state, with only three 
schools placing higher. 

Caleb Stickney and Hunter 
Smith were present at the 
meeting to accept certificates. 
Science Olympiad team coach 
of twelve years, Lois Webster, 
said the competition was 
partly hands-on building 
projects, and partly test¬ 
taking in such topics as 
meteorology and rocks and 
minerals. 

Webster thanked the board 
for its support of the team 
as well as assistant coaches 
Tony and Linda Belcher, who 
have long helped with the 
program. Tony also drives the 
bus transporting the team to 
competitions. 

Board of Education 
Chairman Patty Hood 
expressed appreciation for the 
team leaders also. 

“I got a chemical engineer 
out of this,” she said, noting 
that her daughters love 
for math and science was 
nurtured in the science club. 

In other business, 
Superintendent Bert Hensley 
said school insurance is 
still under dispute, with the 
Franklin County Circuit 
Court ruling that school 
districts are not yet obligated 
to pay assessments, because 
individual assessments have 
not been provided. 

The Board of Education 
provided a comparison of the 
coming years state funding 
with last years funding. SEEK 
funding is up more than $232, 
000, but Superintendent 
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- Man struck by truck 


Hensley said the one percent 
pay raise for teachers will take 
up the difference. He said next 
years funding is expected to 
be less, but there will be a two 
percent pay increase to meet. 

“This year everyone [state 
school districts] had enough 
money; next year, no one 
does,” said Hensley. 

Other sources of funding 
were up for the year, including 
$60,761 for textbooks. 
Hensley noted that this is the 
first time in four years that 
funding has been available 
for textbooks, which will go 
to grades K-8. “The state 
does not give money for high 
school texts,” he said. 

The preschool is receiving 
less funding, but that is 
contingent on the special- 
education allotment, which 
required less last year. 

There are also changes 
coming in rules for preschool 
eligibility. Kentucky law says 
that after July 16, 2014, any 
four year-old born in August 
or September is no longer 
eligible for preschool, except 
for some with disabilities. 
The former cutoff date was 
October 1. 

If the student is eligible and 
enrolled in preschool before 
July 15, 2014, before the law 
takes effect, he or she will be 
allowed to attend preschool 
this year. 

School districts are 

still required to provide 
instruction to preschoolers 

who are three and have 
disabilities. 

Consent items approved 

during the board meeting 
included an agreement 

with the KY Transportation 
Cabinet and the Estill County 
High School regarding 
the Kentucky Graduated 
Licensing Program. Newly- 
licensed drivers must take a 
test given given at the high 
school to keep their drivers 
license. 

A tentative Fiscal year 
2015 budget and renewal 
of insurance with Linville 
Insurance was approved. 

Changes in June and July 
Board meetings were 
announced. June meetings 
will be on the 10 th and the 
24 th at 6:00 p.m., and the July 
meeting will be on the 22 nd . 

Athletic Director Arthur 
Ballard was present to say he 
has gauged interest in a new 
archery program at the high 
school and believes there is a 
lot of interest in it, particularly 
by girls. 

He said many of the students 
who attended preliminary 
meetings are not involved 
in other extra-curricular 
activities. Ballard asked for 
start-up packages of bows and 
arrows, and said the largest 
ongoing cost will be for 
coaching and transportation. 
The archery program was 
approved. 

The board also approved 
joining the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce, and a 
student teaching partnership 
with Eastern Kentucky 
University. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Randall Christopher said the 
high school roof project is 
ready to be closed out, but 


work continues on the high 
school flooring project. A 
change order was approved 
for the flooring project, 
including an extension of 21 
days to the contract, and a few 
other minor improvements 
which needed to be made. 

Building and Grounds plans 
2 and 3 were approved to be 
submitted to the state for the 
South Irvine roof replacement 
project. Windows will also be 
replaced in the old part of the 
building, and a drop-ceiling 
and LED lighting will be 
installed to make the building 
more energy efficient. The 
probable cost of the project is 
estimated at $1,069, 825. 

A trip to Iowa was approved 
for the high school future 
problem solving team 
coached by Leslie Cornett. 
The team was invited to 
compete at the International 
FPS Competition in June. 

Personnel actions approved 
included the employment 
of Rebecca Woolery as cook 
and the resignation of Cindy 
Callahan as substitute teacher. 

Traci Arthur was hired 
as elementary basketball 
coordinator, Mark Chaney 
as head baseball coach at the 
Middle School, Jennifer Elliott 
as elementary basketball 
bookkeeper, and Seth Martin 
as assistant baseball coach at 
the middle school. 


The sheriff s office reports 
a man was run over while 
working on a car last week.

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Enough is enough

On the afternoon of May 14, 
2014, the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture filed suit against 
the federal government. 

Enough is enough. 

The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration is illegally 
preventing shipment of hemp 
seeds to Kentucky in clear 
violation of federal law. For 
weeks, we have dealt with 
unnecessary government 
bureaucracy, federal officials 
unwilling to discuss the law or 
answer questions, and delay ... 


after delay... after delay. 

To understand what led 
to legal action, you have to 
know the journey. From the 
beginning, Kentucky has taken 
a legally responsible pathway to 
re-introducing industrial hemp 
to our agricultural economy. 
We did everything “by the 
book” and in record time. We 
revived the Kentucky Industrial 
Hemp Commission, pulled 
together an unprecedented 
bipartisan coalition, passed a 
landmark state law legalizing 
hemp production in Kentucky, 
and traveled to Washington and 
worked with our congressional 
delegation to change federal 
law. 

The Agricultural Act of 2014, 
signed into law by the President 
or the United States in February, 
authorizes states where hemp 
production is legal to carry 
out research pilot programs 
“notwithstanding any other 
federal law.” 

A couple of weeks ago, a 
250-pound shipment of hemp 
seeds meant for legal Kentucky 
hemp pilot programs was 
imported from Italy to Chicago. 
The shipment cleared customs 
in Chicago, but then, in an 
arbitrary and capricious about- 
face, the DEA seized the seeds 
when they arrived in Louisville. 


We negotiated for their release 
for days, and we thought we 
had the matter resolved. But 
then, DEA attached conditions 
to the release of the seed 
requiring the department to 
obtain a Schedule 1 controlled 
substances research registration 
and prohibiting private farmers 
with sites duly certified 
by and registered with the 
department from participating 
in the pilot programs. When 
we confronted the DEA about 
this, the response was, “Make a 
counter-offer.” 

To be clear: We will not 
negotiate on the law, we will 
not call industrial hemp a 
drug when it is not, ana we 
will not exclude farmers from 
participating in pilot programs. 
And we shouldn’t have to. We 
worked so hard to set our state 
apart as the most responsible 
place for manufacturers and 
processors to locate. In a show 
of bipartisan support, our 
Democratic attorney general, 
Jack Conway, issued a letter 
agreeing that the farm bill 
allows production and sale of 
industrial hemp for research 
purposes. 

And after all this, the DEA 
arbitrarily intervenes into 
a perfectly legal process in 
Kentucky, all the while turning 


a blind eye to marijuana 
production in Colorado, 
where it’s been said there are 
more marijuana stores than 
Starbucks. 

This is a classic case of 
government overreach - a single 
agency making the rules to 
suit itself, applying those rules 
inconsistently, and refusing 
to be held accountable to the 
will of the people. We could 
just throw our hands in the air, 
scrap the pilot programs, and 
blame Obama. But Kentucky 
deserves this opportunity, 
and we are uniquely suited to 
take on this challenge for the 
rest of the country. We have a 
rich tradition with industrial 
hemp and an extremely 
knowledgeable and supportive 
agriculture community that 
the federal government is 
underestimating in this case. 

We’ve come so far - and 
we aren’t turning back now. 
Whatever the outcome, this is 
a fight worth having for every 
other state, industry, small 
business owner, or individual 
citizen that has endured this 
bureaucratic nightmare. 

Enough is enough.

TIMES PAST 


When cousins weren't necessarily kin

When my mother was growing up 
in Witt Springs during the 1920 s - 
40 s, she said there was only about 
a dozen homes between their house 
at the 3 mile marker on Sand Hill 
Road and the Kentucky River. That 
was a distance of about 2 x h miles. 
The Kentucky River flows around 
the Sand Hill area in a horseshoe 
shape. Mom would be astounded 
to see all the homes that have been 
built since her youth. 

On Saturday, May 3rd, Bonnie and 
I were headed to a yard sale in the 
area of the Sand Hill community 
known as the Lower Bend. From 
the address published in the Citizen 
Voice & Times newspaper ad I 
thought it might be Rudy and Ginas 
place. Maybe they were ridding 
themselves of some of their excess 
inventory. It turned out to be the 
old John Hyman and Bessie Lee 
Richardson homestead. This was 
one of the places between her house 
and the river of which Mom spoke. 
The grand old Richardson house 
dates back to the early 1900 s or 
beyond. There used to be several 
houses near the Kentucky River. In 
earlier times the river was the super 
highway in and out of this area. 
Norma (Richardson) Hall, Hymans 
daughter, had recently passed away 
and what was left of her personal 
items was to be picked over by the 
yard sale vultures like us. Every time 
we attend an estate sale such as this, 
I remind Bonnie that one day the 
estate/yard sale vultures will circle to 
pick through our prized possessions 
(whatever is left after our children 
have gleaned the treasures they 


want). Vultures perform an 
important function in nature.After 
talking to some of Normas relatives 
I realized that this was the end of the 
Hyman Richardson chapter in the 
history of Lower Bend. Most of the 
Richardson farm had been sold a 
few years ago. The sale of the house 
and lot that was left was awaiting 
the final closing. I was filled with 
sadness as I ventured through the 
old house. What memories could 
these rooms speak to us? The fine 
porches were placed where you 
could maximize the shade and 
coolness of the breezes which was 
the air conditioning in earlier times. 

Bonnie found a lot of good 
clothing that was just her size plus 
a few knick-knacks which she 
purchased at a very reasonable price. 
I settled on a leaf rake and a 4-foot 
heavy duty yard stick. It reminded 
me of the yard stick my father 
would swing like a baseball bat 
when he had to apply discipline to 
my buttocks to reinforce my attitude 
adjustments. After 3 whacks of that 
yardstick I behaved for 6 months! 

Whatever did not sell that day 
would be pitched into the railroad 
car dumpster sitting near the 
driveway or be given away. The one 
item for which Bonnie would have 
given her eye-teeth was the beautiful 
porch swing that looked as old as 
the house. The swing’s character was 
a vital part of the house. The swing 
was not for sale and hopefully will 
remain as is so it can embrace the 
new owners while caressing them 
with its history. 

A few years ago we attended 
a similar sale at the old Doctor 


Blackwell farm near the 4-mile 
marker on Sand Hill Road—once 
known as Cobb Ford Road. It was 
another of those homesteads of 
which my mother spoke. There are 
very few of them left. At that sale 
Bonnie insisted on bidding on a 
self-standing old porch swing that 
was in need of a lot of repair. I said, 
“What do you want with that piece 
of junk?” Immediately I got that 
get out of my way’ stare. She was 
the final bidder and I hauled the 
swing home in pieces to my work 
shop. Earl Blackwell was at the 
auction and told us he had taken 
many an afternoon nap on that 
swing. The heavy metal frame had 
about 10 coats of paint that I had 
to remove before repainting. Under 
the paint was the wording ‘Schott 
Manufacturing, Cincinnati, Ohio.’ 
The internet claimed that the swing 
had been produced in the early 
1900’s. The wooden back had to be 
replaced as well as the cushion and 
chains. After all the refurbishing the 
swing has since adorned our back 
porch. It is my favorite place to take 
a nap. Of course I get that Mona Lisa 
smile from Bonnie, with ‘I told you 
so’ written in her eyes whenever she 
spies me lying on the swing. 

I have heard the name ‘Cousin 
Hyman all my life from my 
grandmother, mother, great aunts, 
other relatives and older neighbors 
who grew up in the Sand Hill 
area. I heard my relatives call him 
‘Cousin Hyman so much that I 
always thought he was blood kin. 
My neighbor, Agnes Moore, has 
witnessed over 80 years of Sand 
Hill history. She told me everybody 
referred to Hyman Richardson 


as ‘Cousin Hyman. His title as 
‘Cousin always seemed to be one 
of reverence and respect. Recently, 
with some expert help from Stormie 
Baker of the Estill County Historical 
& Genealogical Society I discovered 
John Hyman Richardson is my 2 nd 
cousin, three times removed. 

Cousin Hyman had been a teacher 
and superintendent with the Estill 
County Schools in the early 1900’s 
in the one room schoolhouse days. 
There is a picture on page 486 of 
the book, “Schools of Estill County, 
Kentucky”, available at the Estill 
County Historical & Genealogical 
Society, that has a photo of the 
Witt Springs School group of 1911- 
12. My grandmother and many 
of her siblings are pictured in the 
group of 76 students along with 
the teacher, Hyman Richardson. 
Cousin Hyman did not look much 
older than some of the students in 
the higher grades. Pictured with 
this article is a Witt Springs School 
Roster for the school year 1917 that 
belonged to my Grandmother Ruby 
(Smithers) Dickerson. All of those 
listed are now probably only alive 
in our memories. Of the three one- 
room schools—Webb, Witt Springs, 
and Lower Bend— in the Sand Hill 
area only Webb School remains. It is 
being used for a storage shack and is 
in disrepair. 

My mother, Myrtle (Dickerson) 
Eltzroth and her brother, James, 
attended Witt Springs School in the 
1920’s and 30’s. Teachers like Cousin 
Hyman all across this nation, with 
very few resources, were able to 
educate “the greatest generation” to 
take their place in the exploding/ 
expanding world of the World War 


II era. 

I have a special but unsavory 
memory of the Witt Springs 
School. In the mid 1950,’s when I 
was about six years old my family 
was visiting Mom’s parents at Sand 
Hill. My brother Ben, our cousin 
Larry Smithers and I were playing 
around the abandoned school. 
We started throwing rocks at the 
windows and broke a few of them. 
Charlie Thomas saw or heard us. 
He reported it to my Grandpa Bill 
Dickerson. Grandpa investigated 
the scene of the crime. He saw 
our sneaker prints in the dirt and 
found our gravel projectiles inside 
the school house. All this forensic 
evidence was presented to my father. 
Ben and I received a spanking for 
our misdeed. Fortunately, Dad did 
not have his yardstick with him. 

All this nostalgia brings to mind 
a poem my Ohio cousin, Julia Ann, 
recently shared with me: 

If you could see your ancestors 
All standing in a row ; 

Would you be proud of them or not? 
Or don’t you really know? 

Some strange discoveries are made 
In climbing family trees. 

And some of them, you know, 

Do not particularly please 
If you could see your ancestors 
All standing in a row, 

There might be some of them 
perhaps 

You shouldn’t care to know. 

But here’s another question 
Which requires a different view - 
If you could meet your ancestors 
Would they be proud of you?— 
Author Unknown

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Use of food stamps rises in Estill County

The use of food stamps in Estill 
County increased during the 
recession, assisting families in 
stretching their food dollars, 
contributing to local spending and 
helping spark a national debate 
about the future of the federal 
nutrition program. 

The proportion of Estill County 
residents receiving food stamps hit 
35.9 percent in 2011, according to 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Food and Nutrition 
Services. That’s an increase of 7.7 
percentage points since 2007, the 
year the recession started. 

Across Kentucky, 19.3 percent of 
residents in 2011 received support 
from the Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (SNAP), as the 
food stamp program is officially 
known. Nationally, 14.8 percent 
of the population receives SNAP 


benefits. 

Places like Estill County, which are 
located outside metropolitan areas, 
tend to have a higher percentage 
of the population receiving SNAP 
benefits. That’s because incomes are 
generally lower in nonmetropolitan 
counties. 

The inflation-adjusted median 
household income in Estill County 
in 2011 was $29,995, compared to 
the Kentucky median of $42,610. 
Nationally, median household 
income was $52,306 in 2011. 

In 2011, residents of Estill County 
received a combined $8,488,706 in 
SNAP benefits. The USDA reports 
that each $5 in SNAP benefits 
generates $9.20 in spending. 

SNAP benefits start to circulate in 
the economy quickly. Participants 
spend nearly all their food stamps 
within one month of receipt, 
according to a study by the University 
of New Hampshire Carsey Institute. 

Grocers say they feel the impact of 


SNAP and other USDA nutrition 
programs like Women, Infants and 
Children (WIC). 

“Without SNAP and WIC, we 
wouldn’t be able to make it,” wrote 
the owner of the Mill City Market in 
the small town of Mill City, Ore., in a 
survey of rural grocers conducted by 
the Oregon Food Bank and Kansas 
State University Rural Grocery 
Initiative. 

Owners know they have to stock 
the shelves to prepare for more 
business when SNAP benefits hit the 
streets, said David Procter with the 
Rural Grocery Initiative 

It’s not just the mom-and-pop 
stores that see a bump from food- 
stamp spending in small towns and 
rural areas. Walmart reported in 
a recent Securities and Exchange 
Commission filing that a decrease in 
SNAP benefits last year could affect 
the retail giant’s bottom line. 

Average SNAP benefits nationally 
fell about $30 a month per family 


in November after a temporary 
increase that was part of the 2009 
economic stimulus package. More 
funding decreases are on the way. 

This summer, Congress agreed to 
trim about $8 billion from SNAP 
over the next decade. Backers of 
the cuts said the program had 
expanded too much in recent years 
and was creating too much reliance 
on government assistance. SNAP 
expenditures increased 135 percent 
between 2007 and 2011. 

U.S. Rep. Eric Cantor (Va.-R) 
backed a measure that would have 
removed SNAP from the farm bill 
entirely. 

“While [SNAP] is an important 
part of our safety net, our overriding 
goal should be to help our citizens 
with the education and skills they 
need to get back on their feet so 
that they can provide for themselves 
and their families,” Rep. Cantor said 
during congressional debate. 

Food stamps have been part of the 


farm bill for the past 50 years. The 
legislation’s combination of farming 
and nutrition programs has helped 
ensure the bill receives broad backing 
from farm-country representatives 
and more urban-based members 
who support anti-poverty programs. 

That alliance was tested but held 
with the passage of the 2014 farm 
bill.

How committed is your 
state to local foods? 

Physician-Chef shares four reasons you should care 


Vermont, Maine and New 
Hampshire, respectively, 
claimed the top three spots 
in the 2014 Locavore Index, 
a ranking of each state’s (and 
the District of Columbia’s) 
commitment to promoting 
and providing locally grown 
foods. 

At the bottom of the heap 
are Arizona, Nevada and 
Texas, with the Lone Star 
State dead last despite the 
fact that it’s the nation’s No. 
1 cattle producer and No. 3 
for crops receipts, according 
to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

“There are many good 
reasons to eat locally 
produced foods, the first 
among them that they’re very 
good for us,” says cardiologist 
and professional chef Michael 
S. Fenster, MD, (www. 
whatscookingwithdoc.com), 
author of “Eating Well, Living 
Better” and “The Fallacy of 
the Calorie,” (Koehler Books; 
fall 2014). 

“There’s a direct relationship 
between our food, our 
environment, our genetics 
and our health. Eating locally 
grown foods gives us our 
most nutritious meals, most 
flavorful meals. Few choices 
have as many personal 
ramifications as that which 
we decide to stuff into our 
gob.” 

He offers four more reasons 
- “the tip of the iceberg 
lettuce, so to speak” -- to go 
localvore: 

• Money: Eating organically, 
eating fresh and finding the 
seasonal local foodstuffs 
can be expensive - if you 
do all your shopping at the 
supermarket, Dr. Mike says. 

“Finding healthful produce 
at venues like a local farmer’s 
market can result in prices 
that are at least comparable, 
if not substantially less than, 
those at the megamarket, 
which has the additional 
costs of shipping from the 
nether regions,” he says. 

Likewise, visiting a local 


fishmonger can result in tasty 
bargains compared to flash- 
frozen fish flesh. Shopping 
for what is bountifully in 
season, and thus locally 
overstocked, can mean big 
savings. 

“Finally, by purchasing 
items produced locally, your 
money strengthens the local 
economy and helps sustain 
the people producing the 
types of food stuffs that 
you wish to sustain yourself 
upon,” he says. “That is the 
smiley face circle of life.” 

• Freshness: In some ways, 
it’s amazing we’re alive 
considering all the food we 
eat that’s dead, Dr. Mike says, 
noting almost 60 percent of 
the modern Western diet is 
prepackaged, preserved and 
processed. 

“Any time we manipulate 
our comestibles in such a 
fashion, we add compounds 
that are not naturally found 
in them or remove parts that 
are,” he says. “Those pre-cut 
vegetables in the supermarket 
may be convenient, but they 
started losing nutritional 
value and flavor as soon as 
they were sliced and diced.” 

Because local growers don’t 
have to add preservatives or 
pick produce weeks early to 
ensure they’ll produce will 
keep during shipping, local 
foods can be consumed at 
the peak of freshness and 
ripeness - when they taste 
their very best. 

• Rhythms: Our great hairy 
ancestors have always been 
omnivores. 

“There is ample evidence 
that the reason we as a 
species became the smartest 
kids on the block is that we 
took advantage of a varied 
diet. This hardwired drive 
for diversity in dining is also 
one reason why restrictive 
diets that seek to severely 
limit what we consume 
almost always, ultimately 
fail,” Dr. Mike says. 

By leveraging the seasonal 
and cyclic variations that 


naturally occur, your palate 
will never become dull 
and monochromatic, he 
promises. A pleasant dining 
experience directly lights 
up our primal happy-happy 
joy-joy place, an experience 
that contributes directly to 
overall well-being. 

• Sustainability: All the 
reasons for purchasing high- 
quality ingredients locally 
ultimately circle back and 
rest upon the concept of 
sustainability. In knowing 
where your food comes from, 
in being able to ascertain 
both what it contains and 
what it does not contain, 
you take a proactive step in 
determining your own health 
and wellness, Dr. Mike says. 

By focusing on procuring 
the best for you and those 
who depend upon you, you 
act to sustain yourself and 
your family. By affecting 
such a posture, you deliver 
local impact. 

“With enough people acting 
locally, the impact becomes 
regional and if enough 
people demand control over 
their foodstuffs then, like a 
crazy cat video gone viral, it 
can have a global effect.”
